where  it  has  been  received,  its  enlightening 
and  uplifting  influences  are  very  mark^ 


Ocean,  and  in  its  briny  waters  bathed  <*ur 
tired  and  feverish  bodies  to  our  great  de- 
light. l'ort  Zihuatanejo  is  certainly  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  spots  m earth.  The 
bay  is  two  miles  long,  and  looks  as  if  laid 
out  by  the  hand  of  art.  It  is  in  shape  of 
a V,  whose  lower  point  nerves  as  a gateway 
through  which  great  ocean  steamers  enter 
and  in  the  more  quiet  (waters  of  the  bay 
cast  anchor,  unload  and  load  their  cargoes 
near  the  town,  whose  1 nig  row  of  front 
buildings  lies  paralel  with  and  looks  out 
over  the  upper  part  of  the  V. 

From  Zihuatanejo,  w«>  circle  toward  the 
northwest,  and  by  making  a 1 mg  ride  of 
seventy  miles  in  one  day,  we  reach  La  Cn- 
ion,  the  most  important  and  the  largrst  town 
in  this  part  of  the  country.  Here  we  re- 
mained nearly  a week  holding  meetings 
The  people  are  liberal  ami  the  g >spcl  is  tak- 
ing hold  of  some  of  the  best  , families  in  the 
town  About  eight  pejrsons  have  already 
been  baptized  and  are  doing  active  work  in 
extending  the  Wiyd  among  their  kindre  1 
and  friends  They  subscribed  fifteen  dol- 
lars for  missions  to  be  paid  during  the  year, 
and  we  aided  them  in  organizing  a Sunday 
School,  the  president  of  the  city  council 
being  elected  as  the ’superintendent.  These 
people  are  new  converts,  yet  they  take  our 
Baptist  papers,  buy  mid  read  religious  Isioks 
and  are  struggling  along  the  best  they  can 
There  is  not  an  evangelical  preacher  within 
a hundred  miles  of  them  in  any  direction. 
There  is  no  Catholic  plriest  in  town,  and  if 
we  had  only  the  means  to  locate  a good 
native  preacher  here,  he  would  have  an  ex- 
tensive field. 

From  La  Union  we  strike  a bee  line  for 
Morelia,  making  few  slops,  it  being  about  a 
week’s  journey.  We  arrived  exactly  six 
weeks  from  the  day  wv  started,  and^hoiigh 
considerably  fatigued,  we  are  profoundly 
grateful  to  the  dear  liord  for  His  blessing* 
which  have  attended  us  in  our  long  jour- 
ney. The  following  are  some  of  the  imme- 
diate results;  Three  Sunday  Schools  or- 
ganized, some  good  books  sold,  a g >odly 
number  of  subscribers  taken  for  our  Bap- 
tist papers,  eleven  people  baptised,  a num- 
ber of  candidates  left  over,  many  new  ac- 
quaintances formed,  a better  knowledge  of 
the  field,  the  people  and  the  work,  and  etc 
etc.

This  letter  is  already  too  long,  or  I should 
like  to  give  in  detail  the  account  of  some 
remarkable  conversions,  the  work  of  a Bi- 
ble, a Testament  or  tract.

were  at  work  on 
an  hacienda  whose  fanatical  owner*  mal- 
treated and  expelled  them  because  of  their 
religiolus  belief.  Nothing  daunted,  and 
they  set  about  to  buy  land,  and  the^  ntfw 
own  a good  ranch  free  of  debt.  Wo  spent 
several  days  at  this  ranch  holding  meetings, 
and  were  happy  to  learn  that  every  adult 
living  here  is  a baptized  believer.  T]he  na- 
tive preacher  Josue  Bautista,  visits  them 
once  a month,  but  in  his  alisence  they  hold 
their  own  meetings  and  Sunday  School. 
At  San  Nicolas,  and  so  many  other  places, 
this  same  thing  occurs.  In  the  absence  of 
the  native  preacher,  the  brethren  nut  only 
hold  all  their  meetings,  but  arc  active  in 
extending  the  Gospel  among  their  acquaint- 
ances. We  spent  several  days  at  San  Nic-- 
alas  and  had  eight  baptisms.  Sc.i’en  of 
these  included  one  whole  family,  but  in  it 
there  were  no  infants. 

At  Manehon,  where  we  spent  Sunday  lidd- 
ing three  meetings,  the  congregation  hias  had 
a remarkable  growth,  both  in  numbers  and 
spirituality.  We  aided  them  in  organizing 
a Sunday  School,  and  though  very  poor  in 
this  world’s  goods,  they  promise  to  pay  $25 
this  year  for  missions.  Going  tip  from 
Manehon,  we  cross  over  the  Sierra  Madre. 
A long,  hard  climb  brought  us  to  the  summit, 
from  which,  looking  away  in  every  difretion 
there  is  spread  out  before  you  a panoramic 
view  which  is  grand  and  awe-inspiring  be- 
yond all  power  of  language  to  describe. 
Journeying  to  the  south,  we  descend  by  a 
narrow,  precipitous  ridge  which  tne  natives 
call  ‘‘the  devil’s  back-bone  (el  espimj/.o  del 
diablo).  Our  Indian  guide  pointed  out 
to  us  one  place  after  another  where  » mule 
or  a donkey  or  a man,  by  an  awkwatid  step 
had  atumbled  and  fallen  headlong  fiver  a 
precipice  and  been  killed  on  the  rough  stones 
below.  I suppose  there  is  not  a rougher 
wilder  country  on  the  American  continent 
than  this.  We  saw'  the  greatest  variety  of 
tropical  birds,  some  of  them  of  richest  hue. 
There  are  many  wild  deer,  wolves,  lions, 
mountain  cats  and  other  smaller  animals 
Along  the  river  alligators  abound.  There 
are  but  few  snakes.  The  enormous  tjoa  con 
stricter  is  destructive  to  fowls  and  the  young 
of  flocks,  yet  the  people  do  not  stnn.1  in 
much  awe  of  him. 

But  back  to  my  story.  At  the  mining 
town  of  Mineral  do  Gaudalupe  we  s|»ept  four 
daya  in  good  meetings.  Two  believers  were 
baptized.  $8.27  subscribed  for  missions 
and  a Sunday  Schrol  organized  with  M >des- 
to  Costilla  as  superintendent.  This  broth- 
er is  a fall-blood  Indian ; when  he  was  con- 
verted three  years  agi  he  could  not  read, 
but  went  to  work  and  learned  how,  abd  now 
is  a subscriber  to  our  Baptist  papers  and  is 
a leading  man  in  the  congregation  and  the 
community.

ing like  one  recovering  from  measles.  It 
took  us  two  days^to  ride  across  the  zone  of 
yearling  ticks.  All  drinking  water  is  warm 
and  indifferent,  sometimes  bad.  In  tierra 
caliente  the  greatest  varieties  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  might  be  grown  twelve  months 
iu  the  year,  yet  one  may  ride  continuously 
for  weeks  without  seeing  anything  of  the 
kind.  The  people  live  mainly  on  dried 
beans  and  corn  bread  (tortillas).  On  our 
return  from  the  coast,  for  three  successive 
days,  we  got  only  one  meal  a day  of  any 
kind,  as  we  were  passing  through  a desolate 
section  of  the  country.  Because  of  the  hot, 
disagreeable  climate  and  bard  living,  there 
are  few  priests,  and  these,  as  a general  rule

A Statement 

From  January  1st  ta  April  1st,  there  were  twen- 
ty two  medical  cases,  and  twenty-eight  operations 
making  a total  of  50  persons  treated  at  the  Baptist 
Hospital.  Of  these  there  were  3 charity  patients 
w tio  received  medical  attention  and  four  who  re- 
ceived surgical  attention,  making  seven  charity 
cases  in  three  months.  There  were  three  who 
were  able  to  pay  *1.50  per  day  while  there. 

#1,405.00  were  collected,  with  *103  uncollected, 
but  good.  *Th«re  were  eight  patients  in  the  Hos- 
pital on  April  1st.  Mrs.  Dr.  Robert,  one  of  our 
Baptist  ladies,  of  JaekBon  underwent  a most  diffi- 
cult and  dangerous  operation,  but  is  now  on  the 
road  to  health  and  strength. 

The  Hospital  is  doing  a fine  work,  and,  if  it  had 
more  room,  could  do  many  times  more  work  than 
il  ft  doing.  Another  thing  greatly  needed  is  a 
charity  fund.  There  are  people  all  over  this  land 
of 'ours  who  ought  to  go  to  our  Hospital  for  either 
medical  or  surgical  treatment,  but  whose  abject 
poverty  prevents  them  from  going.  How  long 
before  our  churches  will  bestir  themselves  along 
humanitarian  lines  and  furnish  at  least  partial 
relief  for  these  needy  and  helpless  ones.  Those 
who  feel  it  in  their  hearts  to  do  something  for  the 
relief  of  suffering  humanity,  might  remit  to  T.

The  General  Association  of  Baptist  churches

Is  a Reorganisation  of  Baptist  Associations 
Needed  in  Southeast  Mississippi? 

In  view  of  the  rapid  development  in  all 
material  lines,  and  the  increased  Baptist 
population  in  this  part  of  our  State,  togeth- 
er with  the  awkward  territorial  limits  and 
location  of  our  present  Baptist  District  As- 
sociations, overlapping  and  jumbling  into 
each  other  as  they  do,  the  above  question  de- 
mands a serious  consideration  on  the  part 
of  all  thoughtful  Baptists  living  within  this 
section.  A glance  at  the  situation  will  do 
us  no  harm.  My  town.  Kaxtahutchie,  is 
about  ten  miles  north  of  Hattiesburg  in  the 
southern  border  of  Jones  County.  It  is 
very  near  the  geographical  center  of  two 
great  Baptist  Associations  of  identically  the 
same  faith  and  order.  One  of  them  is  the 
Lebanon  and  the  other  the  Talahala.  The 
Lebanon  extends  along  the  line  of  the  North- 
eastern Railroad  beginning  near  f-fty  miles 
north  of  here,  taking  all  the  town  hut  none 
of  the  out-of-town  churches  from  Heidleberg 
in  Jasper  county,  to  Lumberton,  forty  miles 
south  of  here,  thus  “cleaning  up”  the  town 
churches  along  the  road  for  nearly  a hun- 
dred miles.  Branching  out  from  Hatties- 
burg, it  has  churches  both  ways  on  the  G. 

& S.  I.  Railroad,  with  Sumrall  church  on 
the  M.  C.  and  New  Augusta  and  Ovett  on  the 
K.  C.  Road. 

The  Talahala  Association  is  made  up  of 
thirty-one  churches,  twenty  of  them  in  Jonps 
county,  four  in  Wayne,  two  in  I’erry,  one  in 
Forest,  one  in  Covington  and  three  tnat 
the  county  is  not  given  on  minutes. 

Not  a one  of  these  churches  are  located 
on  a railroad  or  in  a town.  They  aggre- 
gate 1946  in  membership  and  they  increas. 
ed  in  membership  last  year  327.  Contribut- 
ed to  missions  $23.80  all  told.  They  have 
ten  Sunday  Schools  with  an  enrollment  of 
526.  Report  ten  ordained  ministers  and 
five  licentiates.  Of  course  they  are  back- 
ward in  denominational  development,  hut 
they  are  on  the  increase  in  numbers  and  of- 
fer a fine  opportunity  for  progress. 

This  same  state  of  affairs.  Associations 
jumbled  up  into  each  other  and  overlapping 
each  other’s  territory,  exists  to  a greater  or 
less  degree  in  all  this  southeast  Miss,  terri- 
tory and  it  is  Rurely  not  best  for  the  growth 
and  the  health  of  the  Baptist  cause  for  it  to 
remain  so.  I verily  believe  that  a complete 
reorganization  into  Associations  that  would 
throw  churches  in  the  same  territory  into 
the  same  Association,  not  Revering  the  strong 

from  the  weak  churches,  hut  combining  them 

♦ 

for  mutual  helpfulness  would  add  great  ef- 
ficiency to  our  forces.  I have  a suggestion 
to  offer  to  that  end. 

I find  that  in  this  territory  there  are  just 
about  the  same  number  of  Associations  as 
there  are  counties.  If  we  could  organize 
according  to  county  lines  and  get  all  of  our 
churches  in  each  county  (or  in  cases  where 
it  was  necessary  lump  two  counties  togeth- 
er) to  form  county  associations  it  would 
completely  solve  the  problem. 

Newton,  Jasper,  Smith,  Covington,  Jones. 
Forest,  Perry,  Lamar.  Pearl  River.  Wayne 
and  Simpson  might  all  form  active  working 
bodies  and  the  more  sparsely  settled  coup- 
ties  south  of  us  could  combine.

Written  identified  with  Foreign 
Missions,  just  ending  a series  of 
conventions,  have  voted  to  make 
their  campaign  permanent,  and 
have  Retained  Mrs.  Henry  W.  l’ea- 
bodjr,}  of  Boston,  and  Mrs.  Helen 
B.  Montgomery,  of  Rochester,  as 
leaders.  Co-operation  will  be 
had  With  the  Woman 'a  Foreign 
BonnJs  of  all  religious  bodies  as 
formerly,  but  an  unofficial  luiard 
is  iiow  constituted  to  act  for  all. 
Thi(i  t>ew  board  will  push  mission 
study;  class  work  both  in  summer 
conferences  and  in  local  churchea, 
and  organize  a teaching  force  to 
go  frt>m  city  to  city  and  confer- 
ence t«  conference  in  summer.  The 
worinai  identified  with  home  mis- 
sions tv ill  now  begin  upon  their  in- 
stitutes which  are  to  begin  in  Oc- 
tober next  and  be  held  in  at  least 
one  liptidrei  cities.  They  are  al- 
so ed-operating  with  women's 
boards  in  all  bodies,  the  home  aux- 
iliary ones,  and  they  will  make  a 
particular  study  of  immrgrant, 
negro  and  Indian  work.  The  for- 
eign women  will  not  stop,  they 
say,  in  their  undertaking  to  raise 
one  million  dollars.  Not  having 
qui^o  reached  it  during  their  meet- 
ing^ they  will  continue  their  ef- 
fortH  to  secure  the  hundred  thous- 
and, still  needed.  Their  final  eon- 
vention  in  New  York  brought  out 
the  largest  numbers  <if  women  in 
aid  of  any  cause  ever  assembled 
in  that  city.
